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SENATE GETS PEACE CHARTER 



Nip Tinder Cities 
Newly Soaked in 
Storm of Bombs 

GUAM, July 2 (UP) — Four more of Japan's tinder box 
cities were blasted into cauldrons early today. A record fleet 
of GOO B-29 Superfortresses sent 500,000 ga so I/no -pa eked 
Incendiaries crashing into a 200-mile urea on Honshu and 
western Kyushu islands. 

Striking through a mile-high overcast that blanketed 
the enemy homeland, the raiders split into four aerial task 
.forces to hit the Kure nitvul base, Shiraonoscki port and the 
coal city of Ube, all on Japan's inland sen on the main island 
of Honshu, and the western Kyushu industrial center of 
Kumamato. 

It was believed the heaviest American air blow of the war 
and first reports indicated the Japanese defenders were 
caught completely off guard. Their anti-aircraft fire was 



meager and generally inaccu- 
rate. ' 

The raiders struck at 3 
a. m. Tokyo time, showering 
perhaps 1,000 tons of fire 
1^ Domba on each of the four 
targets, and Japanese broad- 
caata admitted that huge con- 
flagrations roared through 
the stricken cities hours 
aftenvard.
